Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments are not deemed fully persuasive. 
The first argument present by the applicant concerns the use of SNMP protocol for collection of network information by a local monitoring 
computer. The applicant contends that such a feature is not taugh, the examiner disagrees. Fletcher teaches in column 9, lines 39-40 
how SNMP is available to collect network monitoring information. Furthermore, it was stated how ESs with dRMON agents are deemed 
equivalent to the claimed local monitoring computers (column 6, lines 12-15, Fletcher). As for the applicant's arguments concerning the 
prior art not teaching automatic sending of monitoring information by the local monitoring computer to the remote monitoring computer, the 
examiner disagrees with this assertion as well. Such automatic means are taught in column 9, lines 65-66 by Fletcher. 
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
